Thousands of WPA workers 


throughout the country Idled to- 
day in protest against extension 
of laboring hours, while others 
continued on the job or were re- 
ported preparing to return to 
work In the face of what one 
labor leader termed a "fight to 
the finish" to force congression- 
al reconsideration of the new 
federal relief act. 


George Meany, president of 


the New York State Federation 


, of Labor, conferred with Mayor 


LaGuardia and Indicated that 
the strike of an estimated 25,000 
WPA workers in New York city 
would continue. 
Both Meany and Thomas A. 


Murray, president of the Build- 
Ing Trades Council, representing 
135 American 
Federation of 


Labor building unions in the 
city, expressed their hopes, how- 
ever, that the conference would 
"lead to something." 


Says They'll Fight 


In what one labor leader termed 


a "fight to the finish" to force 
congressional reconsideration of 
the new federal relief act, thous- 
ands of WPA workers idled today, 
or prepared to walk off their jobs 
in protest against extension of 
laboring hours, despite a "take it 
or leave it" ultimatum 
from 


Washington. 
' 
Throughout the nation, workers 


laid down their tools yesterday, 
although in some sections skilled 
laborers resumed their tasks, fac- 
ed by Washington's order to re- 
turn to work in five days or be 
fired, and by local warnings of no 
home relief for those who walked 
out.Abandonment of the "prevailing 
wage" principle for skilled WPA 
laborers, through a flat increase 
of working hours per month, ap- 
peared the crux of the disaffec- 
tion. 
Formerly, WPA workers were 


paid the prevailing union wage in 
their 
communities and worked 


only a sufficient number of hours 
each month to earn the WPA 
maximum pay. 


130 Hours Monthly 


All now are required to work 


130 hours monthly, regardless of 
the pay.' This, it is contended, 
would result in some skilled work- 
ers working two or three times 
longer for the same pay they re- 
ceived previously, which in the 
high wage area of New York 
ranged from $55.20 per month for 
common laborers to $90 for pro- 
fessional workers. 


In 
concert with 
apparently 


spontaneous walkouts in other 
sections, 
the 
Building Trades 


Council (AFL) of New York city 
ordered a "strike to the finish" by 
its members on all WPA projects. 
The council represents 125 AFL 
building unions. 


Council President 
Thomas A. 


Murray asserted "we will strike to 
a finish on all WPA work. We 
recognize that the WPA adminis- 
tration has no discretion in this 
situation. We all know that it is 
the law and that the only ones 
who can change the law are the 
people who made it. 


"Congress has not had the fore- 


sight to envisage the effect of the 
change in WPA wage scales. The 
best way to demonstrate that ef- 
fect is by the action taken here 
today." Murray estimated 25,000 
to 30,000 who quit would be joined 
by an equal number. 


"We Are Not SoiOes" 


At once, New York State Wel- 


fare Commissioner David C. Ardie 
announced "we are not softies and 
WPA-workers who refuse to work 
will not go on home relief." A 
similar declaration came 
from 


William Hodson, New York city 
commissioner.

Washington, July 7 (jf).—De- 


spite a widespread walkout pro- 
testing the -30-hour requirement 
of the new relief act, the Work 
Projects Administration pushed 
ahead today with preparations to 
put into effect two other provis- 
ions which may cause further 
complaints. 


By September 1 officials must 


revise the security wage scale to 
abolish geographical differentials 
but maintain the national average 
in effect June 30—about $52.50 a 
month.

10 Men Arrested

New York, July 7 (^—Investi- 


gation of alleged sales tax frauds, 
blamed by Comptroller Joseph D. 
McGoldrick for the loss of from 
$50,000 to $100,000, early today 
led to the arrest of 10 men, six of 
them city employes, on charges 
ranging 
from 
bribery to 
tax 


evasion, conspiracy and fee-split- 
ting. 
The arrests followed all-night 


questioning of 50 city employes 
and business men on clues fur- 
nished by months of inquiry by 
McQddrick and police into report- 
ed .irregularities in the emergency 
division of the 
department of 


finance. 
As the night-long inquisition 


ended, McGoldrick announced that 
more than 20 city employes had 
been suspended or would be sus- 
pended "within 24 hours." 


Faced by investigators, 38 city 


employes underwent close ques- 
tioning through the night, and 12 
business men who had been sub- 
poenaed were released only to be 
recalled for questioning later in 
the moniing. 
A chief investigator for the di- 


vision was charged with bribery, 
and -three other employes were 
charged with attempted bribery. 
An accountant of the business tax 
division was charged with conspir- 
ing to aid in evasion of the-city 
sales tax, and another department 
accountant was accused of split- 
ting a fee with two outside ac- 
countants in connection with a 
reduction in sales tax returns for 
an electrical concern.

Senate Republicans Start New

Washington, July 7 (*)—Sen- 


ate Republicans, seeking to re-

foreign silver.

Although the Senate originally 


adopted a Republican amendment 
to the monetary bill banning the 
purchases, it was knocked out by 
a joint Senate-House committee 
before the legislation was enacted. 


Senator Glass (D., Va.), who op- 


poses foreign silver buying, called 
* meeting of his banking sub- 
committee today (10:30 a. m., 
EST) to consider a new bill by 
Senator Townsend (rt, Del.) to 
fortid «uch purchases. 
An authoritative treasury offi- 


cial said, meanwhile, that the

] little, if any, more for foreign sil- 
ver than market conditions war- 
ranted. 
In its daily price-posting for 


foreign silver, the treasury has 


j held the world price at 43 or more 
cents an ounce for about five 
years, until last week when it 
started a series of cuts which 
yesterday brought the metal down 
to 36.75 cents an ounce—the low- 
est price ever paid by the govern- 
ment 
The cuts were started to pre- 


vent dumping of foreign silver 
here before the passage of the 
monetary bill, which President 
Roosevelt signed yesterday.

Japan Holds Rites 
For War Dead; No 
Public Rejoicing 


National Service* Are Held 


at 'Japanese Arlington' 
Where Relatives of Slain 
Offer Prayers 
Border Fighting 


Battle at Lake Bor Finds 


Troops Unable to Pierce 
Soviet Line

All Japan solemnly commemor- 


ated the second anniversary of the 
war in China. In Tokyo, where 
the public mood was one of resig- 
nation to the trials of the conflict 
and perplexity that a Japanese 
victory still had not come, Em- 
peror Hirohito went to shrines in 
his moat-surrounded palace and 
prayed for repose of the souls of 
the dead. 
Yasukuni shrine, the "Japanese 


Arlington," was the scene of na- 
tional services where relatives of 
slain soldiers offered prayers. The 
war's cost in lives, higher taxes 
and living costs and in other re- 
strictions on normal life have left 
the public resigned as they would 
be toward a natural catastrophe— 
earthquake or storm. 
The Japanese are told that 


Great Britain, France and Russia 
are preventing an early collapse 
of China. Pointing up this view, 
Colonel Moriaki Shimizu, director 
of the army information bureau, 
stated bluntly that "never in his- 
tory have the Japanese people 
borne in their hearts such hatred 
for Britain." 


Air Raid hi China 


In Chungking, the Chinese cap- 


ital, the day was ushered in with 
a raid by Japanese bombing 
planes. Four bombs fell near the 
400-ton British gunboat Falcon, 
anchored in the Yangtze. Her 
doors were blown in and her lower 
deck washed. There were about 
50 casualties among the Chinese. 
Several bombs fell near homes of 
foreigners. 


Chinese 
Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-Shek addressed an annivers- 
ary message,to his people declar- 
ing the war probably would end 
within a year. He said "our enemy 
is making a last struggle and we 
may now inflict the most severe 
and final blow." 
Another Oriental conflict, the 


fighting near Lake Bor on the 
Manchoukuo-Outer Mongolia fron- 
tier, raged on. A heavy battle 
was in its fourth day after Japan- 
ese-Manchoukuo troops apparent- 
ly had been halted in a drive 
against the center of the Mongol- 
Soviet line. 
In Europe political observers 


shifted their attention from Dan- 
zig to southeast Europe. 


The belief was expressed in 


London that the Nazis might di- 
rect their next moves there. The 
London Daily Mail, asking for "a 
plain statement" of British policy 
in event of Nazi-backed Hungar- 
ian or Bulgarian aggression, warn- 
ed: "Watch the Balkans." 


Germany established a new or- 


ganization, "The Reichs's Union 
of Jews in Germany," to expedite 
her program of ridding the coun- 
try of "every single"Jew." 


Parliamentary circles in London 


believed 
that*"" Prime 
Minister 
Chamberlain would declare on 
Monday that any German-support- 
ed change in the status of Danzig, 
except by a Polish-backed agree- 
ment, would be considered "an act 
of-aggression" by Germany.

Since his retirement he has lived 
at Woodstock. 


General McCaw was never mar- 


ried and on retirement came to 
Woodstock where he lived with 
his niece, Miss Gabrielle Moncure, 
at the Moncure residence along 
the Sawkill creek just above the 
Kiseley bridge at the east end of 
the village. Beside Miss Moncure 
at Woodstock General McCaw is 
survived by a nephew, Captain 
William Moncure, U. S. A., re- 
tired, of Shady, and several other 
nieces and nephews. One sister, 
Mrs. Dabney Maury of Washing- 
ton, D. C., also survives. 


No funeral arrangements were 


made today but the body will be 
cremated and interred in Arling- 
ton National Cemetery at Wash- 
ington, D. C. 
General McCaw's military rec- 


ord is a distinguished one and dur- 
ing the World War he was ranking 
surgeon with the American Ex- 
peditionary Forces in France. 


Born at Richmond, Va., Febru- 


ary 10, 1863, he was educated in 
the local schools and was grad- 
uated from Medical College of 
Virginia in 1882 and later at- 
tended College of Physicians and 
Surgeons, (Columbia), in 1884. In 
1884 he was assigned as assistant 
surgeon U. S. Army and in 1889 
received the- rank of captain as- 
sistant surgeon. On February 2, 
1901, he was made major surgeon 
and a lieutenant-colonel, medical 
corps in 1909. On May 9, 1913, he 
attained the rank of colonel. On 
March 5,1919, he was made brig- 
adier-general, assistant surgeon 
general U. S. A., and on February 
27, 1927 he was retired.

Washington, July 7 Off1)—Presi- 


dent Hotfsevelt announced today 
the death of Claude A. Swanson, 
secretary of the navy, at the Rapi- 
dan camp in Virginia. 


Swan, 
former 
governor an{ 


senator from Virginia and secre- 
tary of the navy since President 
Roosevelt took office in 1933, was 
77 years old. He had been in ill 
health for many months. 


First word of Swanson's death 


came from the White House when 
Mr. Roosevelt issued this state- 
ment: 
"It is with profound sorrow that 
I have learned of the death today 
at the Rapidan Camp, Virginia, of 
the greatly loved Secretary of the 
Navy Claude A. Swanson. 
"I join with the entire country 


in mourning him as one whose 
many years of faithful service to 
the nation have endeared him to 
all. His wise counsel and his 
philosophic understanding of hu- 
man problems will live after him 
in the hearts rnd minds of those 
of us who have had the privilege 
of being his associates. 
He brought to the public serv- 


ice not only ability and integrity, 
but a loyalty to principle and to 
duty from which no consideration 
could move him. By his example 
he has provided an inspiration for 
all public servants. 
"I personally mourn the passing 


of a steadfast and intimate friend 
for more than a quarter of a cen- 
tury." 
Swanson went from the chair- 


manship of the Senate naval com- 
mittee to the cabinet. 
The Virginian was reported to 


have been offered the post by Mr. 
Roosevelt after his Senate col- 
league, Carter Glass, declined an- 
other cabinet post, the treasury 
secretaryship. 
Behind the veteran official was 


44 years of public service, which 
began with minor offices in Vir- 
ginia, several terms in the House, 
then a term as governor of Vir- 
ginia, to be followed by the be- 
ginning of his Senate service in 
1910. He served in the Senate un- 
til named to the cabinet 
In eluded in his public activi- 
ties was membership in the Amer- 
ican delegation to the Geneva dis- 
armament conferences in 1932-33.

ing proposals would be weakened. 
Republicans had planned to con- 
centrate their attack on the for- 
eign loan section.

'oreign policy in connection with 
>endmg neutrality legislation. 


Borah told the Senate yesterday 


that it should not be swayed by 
either the "democracies" or the 
'dictatorships" of Europe in con- 
idcring the administration's pro- 
posal to repeal the arms embargo 
of the neutrality law.

necessary a long period of waiting 
for all dogs except those which 
come under a "special purpose' 
clause, that she held no,feeling of 
ill-will against the British. 
"It 


was all a misunderstanding," she 
said, and was based on the theory 
of the British that "Babe" did not 
come under the exception clause. 


Ten-Minute Walk 


"Rather than be separated from 


Babe, I returned home on the 
same boat, although I was allowed 
a ten-minute walk in England,' 
said the smiling young woman 
who throughout her talk displayed 
a most pleasing personality and a 
grand smile. 


Introduced by President E. M 


Huben, who explained that both 
-Miss Hurst and "Babe" were 
members of service clubs, Miss 
Hurst said that when it became 
known to a group of people thai 
she was blind, their first thought 
was one of pity. "If.you have 
that thought in mind, please dis- 
card it. We visually handicapped 
people don't want pity; all we 
want is to seek a sympathetic and 
cooperative understanding." 


Miss Hurst said she enjoyed life, 


is.interested in athletics and goes 
swimming, plays croquet, and en- 
joys the movies. "I listen to the 
talkies and then make up my own 
characters and dress them up," 
she said. 


Born of parents in moderate cir- 


cumstances, the blind girl attend- 
ed school and gained a fine educa- 
tion. To those who. assisted her 
and to the boys and girls who read 
to her she paid a high tribute. 
Early in life she said she learned 
that the world did not owe her a 
living because she was handicap- 
ped. 
From those around her she 


was given encouragement to go 
forward and face the future. 
Service clubs of her home town 
sponsored her education and .she 
paid high tribute to-the service 
clubs for the better, understanding 
which they bring about between 
members- and those outside, .the 
clubs. It was through the aid 
given by service clubs in her own 
town that she is now able to. do 
for others. 


"A Service Club is more than 


just a luncheon club," said Miss 
Hurst. "It means more to you and 
your city than just a luncheon 
club" and she told of a Kiwanis 
lieutenant-governor who said that 
he was being paid very handsome- 
ly for his work, not in money, but 
in "something which I can put 
in my vest pocket on the left side" 
and Miss Hurst said that she 
through her work was earning 
something which she too could put 
in that pocket on the left side. 


In two and one-half years she 


said she had traveled 250,000' miles 
in' an endeavor to bring about a 
better understanding of the' prob- 
lems of the blind. The blind want 
to take their part in., the world, 
she said, not be extended sympa- 
thy and pity and it was in this 
work that she has been engaged 
for some time. Her work makes 
her extremely happy she said "and 
you know you can inherit wealth 
but you have to earn happiness."

Night baseball, now played in many cities,

Both of these difficul- 
ties are being met. Lighting becomes better 
and cheaper all the time. 


Nocturnal ball will probably never take the 


place of daytime ball, because the day ordi- 
narily suits more people, and sunlight, other 
things being equal, is better than artificial 
light for sport. But fans agree that for those 
who can't get to the day games, or who find 
it too hot sitting in the sun, the night game 
is grand. The night air during the summer 
is usually cool and pleasant, and the powerful 
lights are placed so high and so far away 
from the spectators that there is no annoy- 
ance from them. 


There is a fairy-like quality to such a

Brazil has resumed payment on the dollar 


bonds, held by United States investors, which 
have been in default. It is reported that 
$1,000,000 have been transferred to New 
York through the Bank of Brazil. The 
amount to be paid at once is not known. 


Perhaps the implications of this initial 


payment are more important than the 
amount paid. In a written statement con- 
cerning the situation, it was said: 


"The Brazilian Government attaches im- 


portance to this move as the first step toward 
re-establishing regular payments on its for- 
eign debt. Further amounts will be deposited 
as soon as financial conditions permit." 


"In this difficult hour of international in- 


stability;' said Dr. Aranha, Brazilian Minis- 
ter of Foreign Affairs, "Brazil resumes pay- 
ment on her dollar debt. Though the amount 
may seem small it is a great effort for Brazil. 
But the gesture shows the desire of my gov- 
ernment to face its difficulties with American 
creditors."

tors and to take steps to reduce and ultimate- 
ly pay off their debts. Honesty is the best 
policy, and any reasonable creditor will meet 
a self-respecting debtor half way if neces- 
sarv.

A few years ago when operation for appendicitis 


was one of the popular topics of discussion a story 
of that time was of a man who was rushed into hos- 
pital after having been in a street accident. Printed 
in indelible ink across his abdomen were these 
words: "In case of accident, please do not operate 
for appendicitis; it has been removed twice al- 
ready." 


Despite this story, some of your friends who 


have undergone operation for appendicitis will tell 
you that they have pains much like appendicitis 
pain in the region of the appendix. This is true 
because there may be adhesions — two surfaces 
sticking together—scar tissue that gets pulled by 
movements or exercise, pressure from gas in this 
region where wastes and gas must pass through a 
reverse or S curve. 


Just as in operations for appendicitis you hear 


of children and adults who have attacks of tonsil- 
litis and yet the "tonsils have been removed twice 
already." 


Dr. Wilson Voorhees, New York, in the Medical 


World, says: 


"Occasionally a physician finds tonsillitis in a 


child who had previously had his tonsils removed. 
Parents are often surprised to learn that an infec- 
tion may take place on tonsil "stumps." These lit- 
tle fragments were not removed at operation or 
have grown since operation. Any tiny piece of tonsil 
left behind after operation may enlarge and cause 
as much trouble as the original tonsil itself." 


It is interesting and gratifying to see a surgeon 


who has removed a tonsil put his light directly on 
the spot or bed from which the tonsil was removed 
and search diligently for any stump or piece of ton- 
sil tissue that may be still present. 


Further, just as the tonsil itself can be the 


starting infection of rheumatism and heart disease, 
so also can these tiny stumps cause these ailments. 


Sometimes, also, the sore throat, while not in 


the exact region, is so near it that the symptoms 
are exactly like those of tonsillitis. Upon looking 
into the throat one sees tiny elevations or mounds 
of tissue which are red and swollen. These little 
mounds must be thoroughly destroyed.

Gloucester, Mass., July 7—Fam- 


ily breadwinners are sentenced to 
work 100 days this year for the 
public in order to meet govern- 
ment spending. Ten years ago, 
federal, state, and local expenses 
consumed only 15 per cent of the 
nation's income.

The United States flag had grown, 


in 1795, to 15 stars and 15, stripes 
to represent by each the total of 
states then in the Union. 


It was soon outgrown, however, 


because of the continued settlement 
of new territory in our present bor 
ders and the admission to the Union 
of regions as they met the require- 
ments lor statehood. Thus Tennes 
see became the sixteenth state in 
1796; Ohio was added in 1803, Lou 
isiana in 1812, Indiana in 1816 am 
Mississippi in 1817. 


These states, therefore, came to 


the Union without lepresentation on 
the official banner. This'was hardly 
satisfactory to them, though some 
of the more energetic souls amonj 
their populations took the initiative 
themselves to have unofficial flags 
made containing more than the 1; 
stars and stripes. 


The natural demand for official 


representation, coupled with the 
confusion from unofficial banners, 
brought forth a champion in Con- 
gressman Peter H. Wendover of 
New York, who obtained passage 
of a resolution that m committee be 
•ppointed to consider the matter in 
1816, 
when the number of states 


was 19. 


He was named chairman of the 


committee, which tentatively agreed 
to recommend that the number of 
stars and stripes be increased to 19. 
Before tendering such a report, 
however, the advice of Capt. Samuel 
Chester Reid, a hero of the War of

New Experiment Produces 
Rubber From White Sugar 


Granulated white sugar produced 


on a plantation near New Orleans 
was made into a product with the 
properties of rubber. The experi- 
ment was performed by Allan Ram- 
sey Wurtele, former lieutenant-com- 
mander, United States navy, now 
owner of Ramsey plantation. 


Observers declared the product, a 


black, spongj^mass weighing nearly 
two pounds,'shaped into a ball, 
bounced nearly a foot off a hard 
floor. 


Ernest Lee Jahncke, assistant sec- 


retary of the navy in the Hoover ad- 
ministration, iipwsexecutive director 
of the Louisian"a*department of com- 
merce and industry, said he had in- 
vestigated • Swiss p.rocess of mak- 
ing artificial rubber from sugar, and 
that such experiments might bring 
"salvation lor the Louisiana sugar 
industry." 


Wurtele said "the process Is sim- 


ple. Generally speaking it consists 
tut oxidizing sugar with nitric acid 
and mixing in turpentine then poly- 
merizing the whole with hydro- 
chloric acid while continually stir- 
ring the whole mass."

U. S. Road Bureau Studies 
Trucks as Hill Climbers 


The hill climbing ability o* trucks 


of a variety ol makes and sizes is 
being studied by the Federal Bu- 
reau of Public Roads. This study is 
preliminary to improved highway 
design. 


Each half revolution of a bicycle 


wheel mounted on the front of the 
:est trucks is indicated on a strip 
of paper moving through a record- 
ing device inside the truck. Afthe 
same time 10-second intervals are 
indicated on the record by a 
clock with a recording device. Dis- 
:ances traveled by the truck are 
computed from the diameter of 
Jie bicycle wheel. Knowing the dis- 
tance traveled in any number of 
seconds, it is easy to compute speed 
accurately. 


The trucks are given various 


,oads and tested on grades ranging 
from 3 to 7 per cent. For each 
combination of load and grade the 
maximum speed that can be sus- 
tained is determined. 


A number of remedies for hazards 


on grades have been suggested, 
>ays the bureau. 
These include 


.essening the grade and increasing 
sight distance, constructing a third- 
lane for slow-moving vehicles and 
requiring all vehicles to be able to 
maintain 
a 
specified minimum 


speed. The bureau plans to study 
all phases of the problem in forming 
its conclusions.
